Early inthe year the Fortune bay claims was satis- 
factorily settled by the British government paying 
in full the sum of £15,000, most of which has been 
already distributed. Asthe terms the settle- 
ment included: compensation forinjuries suffered 
by our fishermen at Aspee bay, there has been re- 
tained from the gross award a sum which is deemed 
adequate for these claims. 

The participation of Americans in the exhibition 
at Melbourne and Sydney will be approvingly men 
tioned in the reports of the two exhibitions soon to 
be presented to congress. They will disclose the 
readiness of our countrymen to make successful 
competition in distant fields of enterprise. Nego- 
tiations for an international copyright convention 
are in hopeful progress. 

The surrender of Sitting Bull and his forces upon 
the Canadian frontier has allayed all apprehension, 
although bodies of British Indians still cross the bor- 
der in quest of substenance. Upon tii-subjcet acor- 
respondence has been obtained which promises an 
adequate understanding. Our troops have orders 
to avoid meanwhile all- collisions with alien In- 
dians. : 

The presence at the Yorktown celebration of rep- 
resentatives of the French republicand the descend- 
ants of Lafayette and of his gallant compatriots who 
were our allies in the revolution, has. served to 
strengthen the spirit of good will which has always 
existed between the two nations.

ON THE HIGH SEAs, 
linvite your attention to the propriety of the 


adoption of the new code of international*rules for 
the prevention of collisions on the hign seas, and 
of conforming the domestic legislation of the 
(nited States thereto, that no confusion may arise 
from the application of conflicting rules in the case 
of vessels of different nationalities meet- 
ing in tidal waters. The interna- 
tional rules differ but slightly from 
our own. They have been adopted by the navy 
department for the governing of war ships of the 
United States ou the high seas in foreign waters, 
and although the action of the state department in 
disseminating the rules and in acquainting ship- 
masters;with the option of conforming to them 
without the jurisdictional waters of the United 
States, they are now very generally known and 
obeyed, 
FOREIGN MANUFACTURES AND AGRICULTURE. 

The state department still continues to publish 
to the country the manufacturing reports|received 
from its officers abroad. The success of this course 
warrants its continuance and such appropriations 
as may be required to meet the rapidly increasing 
demand forthe publication. With special refer- 
ence to the Atlanta cotton exposition, the October 
number of the reports was devoted to a valuable 
collection of papers onthe cotton goods trade of 
the world, 

THE SANITARY CONFERENCE, 

The International sanitary conference, for which 
in 1879, congress made provision, assembled in this 
city early in January last, and its sessions were 
prolonged until March. Although it reached no 
specific couclusions affecting the future 
action the participant powers, the _ inter- 
change views proved to be most valua- 
ble. The full protocols of the SES 
sions have been already presented to the 
senate. As pertinent to this general subject, I call 
your attention to the operations of the national 
board of health, established by act of congress 
approved March 8, 1879. Its sphere of duty was en- 
larged by the act of June 2, in the same year. By 
the last named act the board was required to 
institute such measures as might be deemed 
necessary for preventing the introduction of conta- 
gious or infectious diseases from foreign countries 
into thegUnited States, or from one state into an- 
othe® The execution of the rules and regulations 
prepared by the board and approved by my prede- 
cess¢r has done much toarrest the progress of epi- 
demic disease, and has thus rendered substantial 
services to the nation. The’ international 
sanitary conference to which I have referred, adopt- 
ed 2 form of a bill of health to be used bv all ves- 
sels seeking toenter the ports of the countries 
whose representatives participated in its deliber 
ation. This fourm has since been 
prestribed by the National board of health 
and incorporated with its rules and regulations, 
which have been approved by me in pursuance of 
law. The health of the people isof supreme im- 
portance. All measures looking to their protection 
against the spread of contagious diseases and to the 
increase of our sanitary Knowledge for such pur- 
pose deserve the attention of congress. 
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THE TREASURY DEPARTMENT,

THE CUSTOMS, 

The revennes from customs for the past fiscal year 
Was $10S8,150,665,02, an inerease of $11,637,611.42 over 
thatof the year preceding. $158,098,562.39 of this 
amount was collected at the port of New York, 
leaving $50,251,115.68 as the amount collected 
at all the other ports of the country. Of this sum 
M7,077,157.63 was collected on sugar and molasses: 
£27,280,6241.75, on Wool and its manufactures; $21,- 
402,434.34 on iron and steeland manufactures there- 
of: $19,035,665.81, on manufactures of silk: 
$1,825,115.21, Son manufactures of * cotton 
and $6,469,643.010n wines and spirits, making a to- 
tal revenue from these sources of $133,058,720,081. 
The expenses of collection for the past year was 
$6,411 954.52, an increase over the preceding year of 
$787,410.01, 

EXPOKTS AND IMPORTS, 


Notwithstanding the increase in the revenue mark 
ed from customs over the preceding year, the gross 
value of the imports, including free goods decreas- 
ed over twenty-five millions of dollars. The moat 
decrease was in the value of unmanufactured wool, 
$14,023,682 and inthatof scrap and pig iron $12,- 
$10,671. The valne of imported sugar, on the other 
hand, showed increase of  $7.457,- 
174; steel rails $4,345,521; of barley 
$2,154,204, and of steel in bars, ingots, ete., $1,620,- 
04). Contrasted with the imports during the last 
fiseal year, the exports were as follows: Domestic 
merchandise, $82,925,047: foreign merchandise, 
$15,451,399; total, $902,377,346. Imports of merchan- 


dise, $642,664,628. Excess of exports over imports 
of merchandise, $259'712,718, Aggregate of exports 


and imports, $1,545.041,974. Compared with the pre- 
vious year, there was an increase of $66,738 688 in 
value of exports of merchandise, and a decrese of 
$25,200,110 in the value of the imports. The an- 
nual average of the excess of im- 
ports of merchandise over the exports 


$14,706,922, but for the last six years there has been 
ali excess of exports over imports of merchandise 
amounting to $1,180.668,105, at the annualaverage of 
$196,778,017. The speeie value of the exports of do- 
mestic merchandise was $376,616,473 in 1870 and 
$883,925.47 in 1S81, an increase of $507,309,474, or 55 
percent. The value of imports was $435,958,408 in 
ISTO and $642,664,628 in 1881], an increase 
$206,706,220, or 17 per cent during each 
year. From i862 to 1879 inelusive’ the 
exports of specie exceeded the imperts. The 
largest excess of such exports over the imports was 
reached during the year 1564, when itamounted to 
$92,280,999, but during the year ending June 20, 
1880, the imports of coin and bullion exceeded the 
exports by $7,589,139, and during the last fiscal year 
the excess of imports over exports was 301,168,650, 
THE REFUNDING QUESTION, 

In the last annual report of the secretary of the 
treasury the attention of congress was called 
to the fact that $469,651,050 in tive 
percentum bonds, and  $2038,573,570 in - six 
percentum bonds would become redeemable 
during the year, and congress was asked to author 
ize the refunding of these bonds at a lower rate of 
interest. The bill for such refunding having failed 
to become a law, the secretary of the treasury, in 
April last, notified the holdersof the $195,690,400 
six per centuin bonds, then outstanding, that the 
bonds would be paid at par on the first day of July 
following, or that they might be continued at the 
pleasure of the goverument, to bear interest at the 
rate of 3% per centum per annum. Under 
this notice $173,055,150 of the six per cent bonds 
were continued at the lewer rate, and $17,635,250 
were redeemed. In the month of May a like notice 
was given respecting the redemption or contin- 
uance of the $439,841.350 of 5 per cent bonds then 
outstanding, and of these $401,504,900 were con- 
tinued at 3% percent per annum, and $38,356,450 
were redeemed. The6 percent bonds of the loan 
of February &, 1881, and of the Oregon war debt, 
amounting together-to $14,125,800, having matured 
during the year, the secretary of the treasury gave 
notice Of his intention to redeem the same, and 
such as have been have been 
paid from the surplus revenues. 
there have also been redeemed at 
par $16,179,100 of the 3% per cent continued bonds, 
making a total of bonds redeemed or which have 
ceased to bear interest during the year of $123,S09,- 
650. The reduction of the annual interest 
on the public debt throngh these 
transactions is as follows: By reduction of interest 
to 3% per cent, $10,473,952.25; by reduction of bonds, 
$6,352,340; total, $16,826,292.25. The 3 per cent 
bonds being payable at the pleasure of the govern- 
mentare available for the investment of surplus 
revenues Without the paymentof premiums. Un- 
less these bonds can be funded at a much lower 
rate of interest than they now _bear, I agree with the 
secretary of the treasury that fo legislation respect- 
ing them is desirable. 

THE BUSINESS OF THE COUNTRY, 

Itisa matter for congratuiation that the business 
of the country has been so prosperous during the 
past year, as to yield by taxation a large surplus of 
incume to the government, If the revenue laws re- 
main unchanged this surplus must, year by year, 
increase on account of the reduction of public 
debt andits burden of interest, and because of the 
rapid increase of our population. In 1860, just prior 
to the institution of our internal révenue system ,our 
population but slightly exceeded 30,000,000. By 
the Census of 1880 itis found to exceed fifty million. 
It is estimated that, evenif the annual receipts 
and expenditures should continue as at present, 
the entire debt could be paid in ten years.

RECOMMENDED, 

In view, however, of the beavy load of taxation 
which our people have already borne, we will con- 
sider whether itis not the part of wisdom 1 re- 
duce the revenues even if we delay a little the 
paymeutof the debt. It seems to me _ that the 
time hes arrived when the people may just- 
y demand some _ relief from their  pres- 
ent onerous burdens, and that by the 
economy in the various branches of the 
public service this may readily be afforded, 
| therefore Cconelur With the secretary in recom- 
mending the abolition of all internal revenue taxes 
except those upon tobacco in its various forms, 
and upon distilled spirits and fermented liquors, 
and except also the special tax upon the manu 
facturers of and dealers in such - ar- 
ticles. The retention of the latter tax is 
desirable as affording the officers of the govern- 
ment a proper supervision of these articles for the 
prevention of fraud. lagree with the secretary of 
the treasury that the law imposing a stamp tax on 
matches, proprietary articles, playing cards, checks 
and drafts may with propriety be repealed, and the 
law also by which banksand bankers are assessed 
upon their capi al and deposits. There seems to be 
a general sentiment in favor of this course in 
the present condition of our revenues, 
The tax on deposits is especially 
unjust. It was never imposed inthis country un- 
tilit was demanded by the necessities of war, and 
was never exacted, I believe, in any other country, 
even inits greatest exigencies. The banks are re- 
quired to secure their circulation by pledging with 
the treasurer of the United States bonds of the gen- 
eral government. The interest on these bonds, 
which, at the time when the tax was imposed, was 
6 per cent, is now in most in- 
stances 3% per cent. Besides, the en- 
tire circulauon was originally limited by law, 
and noincrease was allowable. When the evxist- 
ing banks had practically a monopoly of the busi- 
ness there was force in the suggestion that for the 
franchise to the favored -grantees the govern- 
ment might very properly exactatax on cireula- 
tion, but for years the system has been free, and 
the amount of circulation regulated by the. public 
demand. The retention of this tax has been sug- 
gesied usa means of reimbursing the goverr ment 
forthe expense of printing and furnishing the 
Circulating notes. Af = the tax should be 
repealed it would certainly seem prop- 
er to require the national banks 
to pay the amounnt of sueh expensesto the comp- 
troller general of the currency. 


REPEALS 


It is perhaps doub- 
ful whether the immediate reduction of rate of tax- 
ation on liquors and tobaceo isadvisable, especially 
in view of the drain on the treasury which must 
attend the payment of arrears of pensions. A com 
parison, however, of the amount of taxes comes 
under the varying rates of taxation which have at 
different times prevailed suggests theintimation that 
some reduction may soon be made without materia! 
dimunition of revenue, 
THE TARIFF QUESTION, 

The tariff laws also need revision, but thata due 
regard may be paid to the conflicting interests of 
our citizens, important changes should be made with 
caution. If acareful revision cannot be made at 
this session, a commission, such as was lately ap- 
proved by the senate and is now recommended by 
the secretary of the treasury, would doubtless 
lighten the labors of congress whenever this subject 
shull be brought to its consideration. 

THE WAR DEPARTMENT. 

The accompanying report of the secretary of war 
will make known to you the operations of that de- 
partment forthe past year. He suggests measures 
for promoting the efficiency of the army without 
adding # the numberof its officers, and recom- 
mends the legislation necessary to increase the 
number of enlisted men to 30,000—-the maximum 
allowed by law. This he deems necessary to main- 
tain quietude on our shifting frontier, to preserve 
peace and suppress disorder and marauding in new 
settlements, protect settlers and their property 

gainst Indians, and Indians against the encroach- 
ments of intruders and to enable peaceful immi- 
grants to establish homes in the most 
remote parts of our country. The army is now 
necessarily scattered over such a vast extent of terri- 
tory that whenever an outbreak occurs reinforee- 
ments must be hurried from many quarters over 
great distances, always at heavy cost of trausporta- 
tion of men, horses, wagons and supplies. I coneur 
in the recommendations of the secretary for in- 
creasing the army to the sirength of 50,000 enlisted 
men if appears by the secretary’s report that 
in the absence. of disturbances on the 
frontier the or have been actively 
employed in collecting Indians hitherto 
hostile, and locating them on their proper reserva- 
tious: that Sitting Bull aud other f his adherents 
are now prisoners at Fort Randall; that many In- 
dians have removed to their new reservatious in 
Utah; that duripg the recent outbreak of the 
Apaches it was necessary to reinforce garrisons in 
Arizona by*troops withdrawn from New Mexico, 
and that some of the Apaches are now held prison- 
ers for trial, while some have escaped, and the ma- 
jority of the tribe are now on the reservation. 
There is need of legislation to prevent 
intrusion upon the lands set apart fo: the Indians, 
A large military force, at great expense, is now re- 
quired to patrol the boundary line between Kansas 
and the Indian territory. The only punishment 
that can at present be inflicted is the forcible re- 
moval of the intruder, and the imposition of a pe- 
cuniary fine, which, in most cases, it is impossible 
to collect. ‘Shere should be a penalty by imprison- 
menttu such cases. 
THE SIGNAL SERVICE, 

The separate organization of the signal service is 
urged by the secretary of war, and a full statement 
of the advantages of such permanent organization 
is presented in the report of the chief signal officer. 
A detailed account of the useful work performed 
by the signal corps and the weather bureau is also 
given in that report. I ask attention to the state- 
ments of the secretary of war ing the requi- 
sitions frequently made by the Indian bureau on 
the subsistence department of the army for the cas- 
ual support of bands and tribes of Indians whose 
appropriations are exhausted. The war depart. 
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ment should not be left, by reason of inadequate 
provision for the Indian bureau, to contribute for 
the maintenance of the Indians, 


THE ENGINEER CORPS. 
The report of the chief of engineers furnishesa 


thereof for ten years previous to June 30, 1873, was | etailed account of the operations for the improv»- 


mentof the rivers and harbors. I commend .o 
your attention the suggestions contained in this 
report in regard’ to the condition of our fortifica- 
tions, especially our coast defense, and recommend 
an increase of strength of the engineer battalion, by 
which the efficiency of our torpedosystem would be 
improved. I] also call your attention to the remarks 
on the improvement of the South Pass of the Mis- 
sissippi river, the proposed free bridge over the Po 
tomac at Georgetown, the importance of complet- 
ing at an early day the north wing of the war de- 
partment building, and other recommendations of 
the secretary of war, which seeese in his report. 

The actual expenditures of the department for 
the fiscal year ending June, 20, 1880, were $42,122,-

THE NAVAL DEPARTMENT. 


The report of thesecretary of the navy exhibits 
the condition of that branch of the service, and pre- 
sents valuable suggestions for its improvement, | 
call your especial attention to the appended report 
of the advisory board which suggests suitable meas 
ures for increasing the efficiency of the navy, and 
particularly the report as to the character and 
number of vessels necessary to place it on a footing 
commensurate with the necessities of the govern- 
ment. I cannot too strongly urge on you ny con- 
victiion that every consideration of national 
safety, economy and honor imperatively de- 
mands au thorough rehabilitation of 
ournavy. With a full appreciation of the fact 
that compliance with suggestions of the head, 
of that department, and of the advisory 
board must involvea large expenditure of public 
money, I earnestly recommend such appropriations 
as willaccomplish an end which seems to me so 
desirable. Nothing can be more _ inconsistent 
with true public economy than. withholding 
the means necessary to accomplish objects in- 
trusted by the constitution to the na- 
tional legislature. One of these objects 
and one which is of paramount importance is de- 
clared by our fundamental law to be the provision 
for the common defense. Surely nothing is more 
essetial to the defense of the United States, and of 
all our people, than the efficiency of ournavy. We 
have for many years maintained with foreign gov- 
ernments the relations of honorable peace, and 
that such relations may be permanent is desired 
by every patriotic citizen of the _ repub- 
lic: but if we heed the teachings of 
history, we shall not forget thatin the life of every 
nation emergencies may arise when a resort to arms 
can alone save itfrom dishonor. No danger from 
abroad now threatens this people, nor have we any 
cause to distrust friendly professions of other gov- 
ernments, but for the avoiding, as well as for the 
repelling of dangers that may threaten usin the 
future, we must be prepared to enforce any policy 
which we think wise toadopt. We must be ready 
to defend our harbors against aggression, 
to protect by the distribution of our ships of War 
over the highways of commerce the varied interests 
of our foreign trade and persons and property of 
our citizens abroad, to maintain everywhere the 
honor of our ftiag and the distinguished position 
which we may rightfully claim among the nations 
of the wurld. 

THE } 

The report of the postmaster general is a gratifying 
one of the growth and efficiency of the postal ser- 
vice. The receipts from postal and ordinary sources 
during the past fiscal year were $36,489,816.58,~—the 
receipts from money orders were $295,051.39, Making 
a total of $386,785,397.97. The experditure for the 
fiscal vear Was $39, 251,736.46. The deficit 
supplied out of the general treasury 
was $2. 461,129.35, or [6 3-10 per cent 
to the amount expended. “The receipts were $3,- 
694.918.63 in excess of the previous year, and #, 
499,297.97 in excess of the estimate made two ye.rs 
ago, before the present period of business prosperity 
had fairly begun. The whole number of letters 
mailed in this country in the last fiseal year ex 
ceeded one thousand millions. The registry sys 
tem is reported to be in excellent condi 
tion, having been remodeled during 
the past four years, with good results. rhe amount 
of registration fees collected during the last fiscal 
vears were $712,882.20, an increase over the tiscal 
vear ending June 30, 1877, of $345,445.40. The en- 
tire number of letiers and packages registered dur- 
ing the year was 8,338,919, of which only 2,061 were 
lost or destroyed in transit. The operations of the 
money order system are multiply- 
ing yearly under the impulse Ql

A modi- 
fication of the system is suggested, re- 
ducing the fees for money orders 
not exceeding five dollars, from ten cents to five 
cents, and making the maximum limit one hun- 
dred dollars instead of fifty dollars. Legislation 
for the disposition of unclaimed money orders in 
possession of the post-office department is recom- 
mended, in view of the fact that their total value 
now exceeds one million dollars. The attention of 
congress is again invited to the subject of estab- 
lishing asystem of savings depositoties in connec- 
tion with the post-oflicegdepartment, 

The statistics of mail transpotation show that 
during the past year the railroad routes have in- 
creased in length over 249 miles, and in cost 
#1.114.382, while steamboat routes have been in 
ereased in length 2,182 miles and in cost $154,054. 

The so-called star routes have been decreased in 
length 3.949 miles, and in cost $364,144. Nearby all 
of the more expensive routes have been superseded 
bv the railroad service. The cost of the Star service 
must, therefore rapidly decrease in the western 
states and territories. The postmaster-general, 
however, Calls attention to the constantly increas- 
ing cost of the railway mail service, as 
a serious difficulty in the way of 
making the department self-sustaining. Our postal 
intercourse with foreign countries has kept pace 
with the growth of the domestic service. Within 
the past year several countries and colonies have 
declared their adhesion to the postal union. It 
now includes ali those which have an organized 

service, except Bolivia, Costa 
New Zealand and the British 
colonies in Australia. As has been 
already stated great reductiens have recently 
been made in the expenses of the star route service. 
The investigation of the department of justice and 
the post-office department have resulted in the pre- 
sentation of indictments against persons formerly 
connected with the service, accusing them of 
offenses against the United States. I have enjoined 
upon the officials who are charged with the con- 
duct of the cases on the part of the government, 
and upon the eminent counsel, who, before my a 
cession to the presidency, were called to their as- 
sistance, the duty of prosecuting, with the utmost 
vigor of the law, all persons who mayjbe found 
chargeable with used on the postal service.

THE DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE, 

The acting attorney-general calls attention to the 
necessity of modifying the present system of courts 
of the United States, a necessity due to the large 
increase of business, especially in tie supreme 
court. Litigation in our federal tribunals became 
greatly expanded after the close of the late war. 50 
long as that expansion might be attributable to the 
abnormal conditiou iu which the community found 
itself immediately after the return of peace, 
prudence required that no change be made 
in the constitution of our judicial tribunals, but it 
has now become apparent thatan immense increase 
of litigation has directly resulted from the won- 
derful growth and development of the country. 
There is no ground for belief that the business of 
the United States courts will ever be less in volume 
than at present. That it is likely to be much greater 
is generally recognized by bench and bar. in view 
of the fact that congress has already given much 
consideration to this subject, I make 
no suggestion as detail, but ex- 
press the hope that your deliberations 
may result in such legislation as will give early re- 
lief to our overburdened courts. The acting attor- 
ney-general also calls attention tothe disturbance 
of the public tranquillity during the past year in 
the territory of Arizona. A band of armed des- 
peradoes known as ‘cow boys,’’ probably number- 
ing }) to 100men, have been engaged for months 
in committing acts of lawlessness and brutality, 
which the local authorities. have been 
unable to repress. The depredations of these 
“eow boys’ have also extended into Mexico, which 
the marauders reach from the Arizona frontiers. 
With every disposition to meet the exigencies of 
the case, ] am embarrassed by the lack of authority 
to deal with them effectually. The punishment of 
erimes committed within Arizona should ordinari- 
ly, of course, be left to the territorial authorities, 
but it is worthy of consideration whetheracts which 
necessarily tend to embroil the United States with 
neighboring governments should not be declared 
crimes against the United States. Some of the in- 
caursions alluded to may perhaps be within the 
scope of the law (Revised Statutes, section 5256), 
forbidding ‘military expeditions or enterprises’’ 
against friendly states, butin view of the speedy 
aeeene a your body, I have preferred to await 
such legislation as.in your wisdom, the orcasion 
may seem to demand. It may perhaps be thought 
proper to provide that the setting on foot within 
our own territory of brigandage and armed ma- 
rauding expeditions fete ose friendly nations and 
their systerns shall be punishable as an offense 
against the United States. I will add that in the 
event of a request from the territorial government 
for protection by the United States against 
tic violence, this governm:nt would be

with an intelligent and homogeneous population, 
(,eorgia offers superior inducements to those seek- 
ing comfortable homes and safe investments.

crop, its preparation for market and its manufac- 
ture. Out of these mutual deliberations it will be 
possible for those who attend them, or hereafter 
study them, to extract practical decisions upon all 
the moote i questions that attach to either branch 
of our cotton industry. The great objects of this 
exposition, grand as it may be in extent and won- 
derful as it may appearin an industrial sense, are 
really on trial before this convention. It will 
be for you to say whether all the results expected 
from it shall be accomplished, Whatever you 
shall pronounce good and valuable will be im- 
plicitly accepted as such, because that verdict will 
have never had an equal in influence in this 
country. Whatever you shall pass by will lack the 
approval of the best body of jurors that has ever sat 
in any country to pass upon the merits of processes 
and productions belonging to any industrial in- 
terest. (Applause.) 

Saying this much, it remains only for me to reit- 
erate to you in the name of this exposition, the cor- 


diality with which we welcome-you within its 
gates. We feel honored by your presence, we 
feel that the occasion will be dignified 
by your deliberations, and that the improve 


ments and revolutions which may followin any 
of the branches of cotton culture, manipulation, or 
manufacture, will have grown out of our success in 
gathering here these multitudious objects tor judg- 
ment, and the intelligent, indisputable decisions 
you may pass uponthem. {|Applause.| We have 
here combined in this common work, that is to oc- 
cupy you for the next four days, the nerve, the wis 
dom, the bone and sinew, ‘‘the salt of the earth’’ o! 
this southern country, and the shrewd,conservative, 
ingenious, investigating minds of the north, who 
have converted by theirskill and patient industry 
the crude wealth of your: fields. into the richest 
treasures of our commerce. [Applause.| Bidding 
you welcome and God speed in your work, Il now 
have the pleasure to turn this meeting wholly over 
to you and to ask that you will conduct its 
deliberations as may seem to you fittest to the in- 
dustries, the commerce and the patriotic spirit of 
eurcommon country. (Applause.) 

Director General Kimball then gave way to Colo 
nel Morehead, president of the association, who 
called the convention to order and introduced the 
respondent on the part of the association.

gratitude tor the hearty welcome that had been ex- 
tended to his people and the association by the 
representatives of the expositon. He relerred to 
the birth of the National plaiters’ association, and 
“aid that it wasthe result of a necessity of the 
times and essential to the interests of the planters. 
He spoke of the mission of the association and 
whatit had accomplished, and gave some interest- 
ing statistics on the growth of the cotton industries 
and interests of the southern states. He lamented 


the absence of cotton-picking machin 
ery, and proceeded LO show that a 
cotton picker was essential to the final 


triumph of cotton, and thatit must come, and that 
when it did the production of the staple in Ameri 
ca would be increased to- fifteen. million bales per 
annum. He then proceeded to show where the 
manufacture of cotton must in the end find a home 
and, referring to the fact that the south is rich in 
iron for the manufacture of the machinery, coal 
for the fuel or water-power for driving the ma- 
chinery, with the staple at hand and unparalleled 
transportation facilities, he asked what could pre- 
vent the manufacturers of cotton goods from seeing 
that in the south alone was the proper place for 
them. He reterred to the healthfulness 
of our section of the union and to the numerous 
advantages of our excellent climate, which is free 
from the rigorous weather of the more northern por- 


tions of the country. life made an eloquent 
reference to the general feeling that 
how pervades the country and said 


that if the exposition could have been held before 
859 there would have been no civil war, ior the 
people would then have been made to know each 
other as they nowdo. He paida glowing tribyte 
to the exposition. In one portion of his speech he 


made a pleasing reference to the cofta- 
bination of circumstances which re- 
sulted in bringing the negroes {o 
the United States. All new countries, he said. were 


more or less unhealthy places for white men to live 
in. The negro could stand the sickly sections of 
the country, and the allwise Providence, he said, 
who guided everything, landed the negro in 
America asa slave. He went into the swamp 
of the south and developed her and being proof 
against the unhealthiness of the country, he did 


notsuiler. But when the object was accomplished 
and the south presented a pure and healthful 
Climate ready for the home of whites as well 
blacks, the mission of the slave Was 


accomplished and he becamea free man, having 
worked outa better condition for both races. His 
speach was a mostinteresting one and was listened 
to with close attention. Thegpeaker was frequent 
ly interrupted with applause,

Morehead made afew remarks in reference to the 
business of the ition.

INFANTICIDE, 


Officer Zach. Reid Works a Good Case. 

Among the names registered at the station house 
vesterday was that of Mary Holmes. About four 
o'clock in the morning Cificer Zach.

THE INTERIOR DEPARTMENT. 

The report of the secretary of the interior 
companying documents, presents an accurate 
aceount of the business of that department. 
A summary of it would be too extended for this 
place, Il ask your careful attention to the report It- 
<-lf. Prominent among matters which challenge 


the attention of congress at its present session is | 


the management of our. Indian affairs. While 
this question has been a cause of trouble and 
embarrassment from the infancy of the 
government, it is but recently that any effort has 
been made for its solution at once serious, de- 
termined, consistent{and promising success, It has 
heen easierto resort to convenient makeshifts for 
tiding over temporary difficulties than to 
with the great permanent problem, and accord- 
ingly the easier course bas beer almost fivariably 
was natural at the time, when 
national territory seemed almost 
tuble. and egitaimed many millions Oo! 
acres far outside the bounds of civilized settle- 
ment, that a policy should have been imitated, 
which more than aught has been the fruitful 
source of our Indian complications. I refer, of 
course, to the policy of dealing with the various 
Indian trives as separate nationalities, of relegating 
them by stipulations to the o cupancy -of 
immense reservatious in the west, and of encour 
aging them to’ live a savage life, undisturbed by 
any earnest and well directed efforts to bring them 
“uuder the iniluences of eivilization. The unsatis- 
factory resulgs which have sprung from this policy 
are becoming apparenttoall. As the white settle 
ments have crowded the borders of the reservations

It is protitiess 
ito discuss here which of them has been chiefly re- 
sponsible for the disturbances, whose recital oecu- 
ies large a space upon the pages of our 
history. We have todeal with the appalling fact that 
though thousands of lives have been sacrificed and 
hundreds of millions of dollars expended in the 
attempt to solve theIndian probiem, it has, until 
within the past few years, seemed scarcely nearer a 
solution than it was half a century ago, but the 
government has now been cautiously but steadily 
ieeling its way to the adoption of a policy which 
has already produced a_ gratifying result, and 
which, in my judgment, is likely, if congress and 
the executive accord in its support, to relieve 
us froir the difficulties which have hitherto beset 
aus, For the success of the efforts now making to 
ifitroduce among the Indians the customs‘and pur 
suits ef civilized life, and gradually to absorb them 
into the mass of our citizens, sharing their rights, 
there is imperative need for legislative action. My) 
suggestions in that regard will be chigfly such as 
have been already called to the ation n of con 
gress, and have received to some extent its cousid- 
ration. First—I recommend the = passiuge 
an act making the laws ofthe various states 
territories applicable to the Indian reservations 
within their borders, and extending the laws of 
the state of Arkansas to the portion of the Indian 
territory not occupied by the five civilized tribes. 
The Indians should receive the protection of the 
law. He should be allowed to maintain in court his 
rights of person and property. Hle has repeatedly 
begged for this privilege [ts exercise would be 
very valu- able to him in his progress 
ward civilization. Second—Of even greater 
@ mMportance is ameasure which has been frequently 
recommended by my predecessors in office, and in 
furtherance of which several bills have been from 
time to time introduced in both houses of congress. 
The enactment of a general law permitting the 
allotment in severalty to such Indians at least as 
desire it, of a reasonable quantity of land secured 
tothem by patent, and for their own protection 
made inalienable for twenty to twenty-five years, is 
demanded for their present welfare and 
their permanent advancement. In return for 
such considerate action on the part of the govern, 
ment, there is reason to believe that the Indians- 
in large numbers, would be persuaded to sever 
their tribal relations, and to engage at once in ag- 
ricultural pursuits. Many of them realize the fact 
that their hunting daysare over, and that it is now 
for their best interests toconform their manner ot 
life to the new order of things. By no greater in- 
ducement than the assurance of a 
nent title to the soil cab they 
to ehgage in the oeen pation of fe 
The well-attested report of their increasing 
interest in husbandry jusiity the hope and _ beliet 
thatthe enactment of such a statute as I recom- 
mend would be at once attended with gratifying 
results. A resort to the alloUnent system would 
have 2 directand powerful influence in dissolving 
the tribal bond which is so prominent a feature of 
sauvage life, and which tends sostrongly to perpetu- 
ate it. Third—i advised a liberal appropriation for 
the support of Indian schools, because of my conti- 
dent belicf thatsuch a course isfconsistent with the 
wisest miy. Even among the most 
uncultivated indian tribes there is reported to be a 
general urgent desire on the part of the chiefs and 
older menibers for the education of their children. 
itis unfortunate, in view of this fact, that during 
ine past year the means which have been at the 
eommand of the interior department for the pur- 
pose of Indian instruction have proved to be ut- 
ceriy inadequate. The of these schools. 
which are in operation at Hampton, Carlisle and 
forest Grove, should not only encourage a more 
eenereus provision fur the support of those institu- 
tions, but should promote the establishment 
of a similar character. They are doubtless much 
more patent for good than day schools on the reser- 
vatious are, The pupils are altogether separated 
from the surroundings of the savages, and brought 
into constant contact ith civilization. There are 
many other phases of this subject which are 
“vreat interest, but which cannot be included within 
becoming limits of this communication, They are 
discussed ably in the reports of the secretary of the 
interforand the commissioner of Indian affeirs.

THE MORMON DISGRACE, 


Formany years the executive, in his annual 
Message tO Congress, has urged the Necessity of 
Stringent legislation for the suppression of polyga- 
my in the territories, and especially the territory 
of Utah. The existing statute for the punishment 
of this edious crime, so revolting to the moral and 
religious sense of Christendom, has been persist- 
enuy and contemptuously violated ever sinceits 
enactment. Indeed,in spite of the’ commenda- 
ble efforts on the part of the authorities who repre- 
sent the United States in that territory, the law 
has im very rare instances been enforced, 
fond for a cause, reference to which will 
presently be made, is practically a dead 
letter. The § faect that the adherents of 
the Mormon church, which rests upon polygamy as 
its Corher stone, have recently be@n peopling in 
large numbers. Idaho, Arizona and other of our 
Western territories, is well calculated to excite the 
liveliest interestand apprehension. It imposes upon 
congress and the executive the duty of arraying 
against this barbarous system all the power which, 
under the constitution and laws, they can wield for 
its destruction. Keference has already been made 
tothe obstacies to which the United States officers 
have to encounter in their efforts to punish viola- 
tions of the law. Promineut among these obsta- 
cles is the difficulty of procuring legal evidence 
sufticient to warrant a conviction, even in the case 
ofthe most notorious offenders. Your attention 
is called to th recent opinion of 
the supreme court of the United States 
which explains its judgment of reversal in the case 
of Miles, who had been convicted of bigamy in 
Utah. Thecourt refers to the fact that the secrecy 
attending the celebration of marriages in that terri- 
tory rraakes proof ot polygamy very difficult, and 
the propriety is suggested of modifying the law of 
evidence which makes a wife incompetent to testi- 
fy against her husband. This suggestion is ap- 
pended. I recommend also the passage ofan act 
providing that in the territories of the United States 
the fact thata woman has been married to a person 
charged with bigamy shall not disqualify her as a 
witness in his trial for that offense. I further re- 
commend legislation by which any person solemn- 
izing a marriage in any of the territories, shall 
be required, under stringent pen&lties for a neglect 
and refusal to file a certificate of such marriages in 
the supreme court of the territory. Doubtless con- 
gress may devise other practicable measures for 
«obviating the difficulties which have hitherto at- 
tended the efforts to suppress this iniquity. I as- 
sure vou of my determined purpose to co-operate 
with you in any lawful and discrete measures 
which may be proposed to that end. 

¢ AS TO EDUCATION, 


Although our system of government does not 
contemplate that the nation should provide or sup- 
porta system of education of our people, no meas- 
ures calculated to goer general intelligence and 
virtue, upon which the perpetuiw of our institu- 
tlons se greatly depends, have ever been regarded 
with indifference by congress or the executive. 
A large portion of the public domain 
has en from time to time de- 
voted to the romotion of education. 
There is now a special reason why, by setting apart 
the proceeds of its sales of public lands, or by some 
other course, the government d aid the work 
ofeducation. Many who now exercise the right of 
suffrage are unable to read the ballot which they 
cast. Upon many who had justemerged froma

To afford 
enconragement to faithful servants by exciting in 
their minds the hope of promotion if they are found 
to meritit is much to be desired, but would it be 
wise to adopt a rule so rigid asq@ permit no other 
motions supplying the intermediate wants of the 
service? There are many persons who fill subordi- 
bate positions with great credit, but lack those 
qualities which are recfuisite for the highest 
posts of duty, and because the modes ot 
thought and = action of one whose service 
in a governmental bureau has been 
long continued, are often so cramped by routine 
procedure as almost to disqualify him from institu- 
ling the changes required by the public interests. 
An infusion of new blood, from time to time, into 
the middle ranks of the service might be very ben- 
eficial in its results. The snbiect under discussion 
is one of grave importance. The evils 
which are complained of cannot be 
eradicated at once, The work must 
be gradual. The present English system is a 
growth of years, and was not created bya single 
stroke of executive or legislative action. Its be- 


1 ginnings are found in an order in council, and at 
‘atime when a resorthad been made to eompeti- 


tive examinations as an experiment much more 
extensively than has yet been the cose in this 
country. select committee of the 
hese of commous made a 
report to that house which deciared its approval of 
the competitive. plan, but deprecated nevertheless 
any precipitancy in its general adoption as likely to 
eodanyer its success. During this tentative period 
the results of the two methods of pass examination 
and competitive examination were closely watched 
and compared. It may be that before we confine 
ourselves upon this important question within 
the stringent bounds of statutory enactment, 
we may profitably await the result of further in- 
quiryand experiment. The submission of a por- 
tion of the nominationstoa central board of ex 
aminers, selected solely for testing the qualifica- 
tions of applicants, may, perhaps, without 
resort to the competitive test, put 
anendto the mischiefs which attend the present 
systein of appointment, and it may be feasible to 
vest in such a board a wide discretion to ascertain 
the characteristics and attainments of candidates 
in those particulars which I have already referred 
to as being notless important than mere intellec- 
tual attainments. If congress should deemit ad- 
visable, at the present session, to establish com 
petitive tests for the admission to the service, no 
doubts, such as have been suggested,

poiutments to public office. The efficacy of such 
regulations has been distrusted, mainly because 
they have seemed to exalt mere educational and 
abstract tests above general business capacity, and, 
even fitness for the 


lar I band. It seems 

that the rnles which should be applied to the 
agement oi the public service mlay properly ceon- 
form in the main to such as regulate the conduct o 
successful private business. Original appointments 
should be based on ascertained fitness. Thetenure 
of office should, so far as practicable, be filied by 
the promotion of worthy and eflicient otticers, The 
investigation of all complaints, and the punish- | 
ment of all oiticial misconduct, should be 
prompt and = thorough. The views expressed 
in the foregoing are those which will govern my} 
adininistration of the executive office. They are} 
doubtless shared by all intelligent and patriotic | 
citizens, however divergent-in their opinions as to | 
the best methods of putting them into practical 
operation. For example, the assertion that origi- 
nalappointments should be based on ascertained 
fitness is not open to. dispute, but the 
question how in practice such fit- 
ness can “be most effectually ascertained, 
is one which has for years excited interest and dis- 
cussion, The measure which, with slight varia- 
tions in its details, has lately been urged upon the 
attention of congress and the executive has, as its 
principal feature, the scheme of competitive exam- 
ination, save for certain exceptions which need 
not here be specitied. This plan would allow the 
admission to the service only in its lowest grade, 
and would accordingly demand that all the vaca-n 
cies in higher positions should be filled by promo- 
tion alone. . In these particulars,itis in conformity

With the existing civil service system of Gredt Bri- 
tain,and the successwhich has attended that system 
inthe country of its birth, is the strongest argu- 
ment which has been urged for its adoption here. 
The fact should not, however, be overlooked tha 
there are certain features for English system which 
have not generally been received with favor in this 
country, even among the foremost advocates of 
civil service reform. Along them are: Ist, a ten- 
ure of office which is substantially 
a life tenure: second, a limitation of a maximum 
age at Which an applicant can enter service, where- 
by allmen in middle life or older are, with some 


exceptions, rigidly excluded; third, a retiring ai- 
lowance on going outof office. These three ele 
ments are as important factors of the problem as 
any of the others. To climinate them from the | 
English system would effect a most radical change 
in its’ theory and _ practice. The avowed 
purpose of that system is to induce the educated 
young men of the country to davote their lives to 
public employment, by an assurance that having 
once entered upon it, they need never leave it, 
and thatafter voluntary retirement they shall be 
the recipientsof an annual pension. That this 
system us an entirety has proved very successful in 
(rreat Britain, scems to be generally conceded, even 
by those who once opposed its adupiion. 
fo a statute which should incorporate all its essen- 
tial features | shonld feel bound togive my ap- 
proval, but whether it would be to the best inter- 
ests of the public to fix upon an expedient foran 
immediate and extensive application, which em- 
braces certain featuree of the English 
but excludes or ignores others 
equal importance, may be seri- 
ously doubted, even by those who are impressed, 
as lam myself, with the grave importance of cor- 
recting the evils which inhere in the present meth- 
ods of appointment. If, forexample, the English 
rule, which shuts out — above the age of 25 
years from a large number of public employments, 
is not f be made an essential part of our own sys- 
tem, itis questionable whether the attainment of 
the highest number of marks ata competitive ex- 
amination shouid be the criterion by which all ap- 
plications for appointment should be put 
toa test, and under similar cconditions it may 
also be questioned whether the admission to the 
service should be strictly limited to its lowest 
ranks. There are very many characteristics which 
zotomake a model servant. Prominent among 
them are probity, industry, good seuse, good hab- 
its, good temper,paticnce, order, courtesy,tact, self- 
reliance, and munly deference to superior ofticers, 
and manly consideration for  inferiors. 
The absence of these traits is 
not supplied by at wide knowledge 
of beoks, or by promptitude in answering questions, 
or by any other quality likely to be brought 
to light by a competitive examination. 
To make success in such a contest, therefore, an 
indispetisable condition of public employment 
would very likely result in the practical exclusion 
of the older applicants, even though they 
might ss qualifications far superior 
to their .younger and more brilliant 
competitors. hese suggestions must 
not be regarded as evidence of any spirit of opposi- 
tion to the competitive plan, which has been, to 
some extent. successfully employed already, and 
which may hereafter vindicate the claims of its
